Last year some 40 or 50 per 
cent more asbestos was used for man- 
ufacturing purposes than in 1899.

SIMILAR VIEWS. 


I 


T may be a series of coincidences, but comparison 


of the parts of President Roosevelt's message re- 


lating to irrigation and the Hawaiian policy are so 
perfectly identical with Representative Newlands' 
bill on the former subject, and his speech in the 
House upon the amendment to the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment bill, delivered in April 1890, it seems prob- 
able that both were considered by the President 
prior to the formulation of the message. At all 
events the same ideas are expressed in the message 
upon those subjects that appear in what is known 
as the Newlands irrigation bill and in the remarks 
of Nevada's representative upon the Hawaiian pol- 
icy, at the time above mentioned. 


The message, so far as it relates to forests and 


irrigation follow precisely the lines embodied in the 
Newlands bill. 
First, that the forests being the 


natural reservoirs should be protected in the arid 
land sections. 
Second, that artificial reservoirs 


should be constructed. Third, that the States are 
unable to handle the irrigation matter, as questions 
of inter-state ownership would arise, where reser- 
voirs are situated in one State and the lands to re- 
claimed in another; the inability and inefficiency of 
private enterprise to undertake such a scheme, and 
the very positive declaration that the national gov- 
ernment should handle the matter, which latter, by 
the by, is in direct opposition to the contention of 
some of the Republican members from the arid land 
States, and all being in perfect harmony with the 
provisions of the bill introduced by Mr. Newlands 
at the last session of Congress and with his argu- 
ment in advocacy of the measure upon the floor of 
the House. 


The President recommends the appointment of a 


cabinet officer, to be known as "Secretary of Com- 
merce." The same was provided for in the New- 
lands mea-ure relating to Hawaii, and that the 
province of such official should be to deal with com- 
mercial matters in thejr broadest sense, including 
among other things whatever concerned the inter- 
est of labor. 
The necessity for precaution against 


the accumulation of large land holdings in the Ha- 
waiian islands, which was urged by Mr. Newlands, 
is emphasized by the President in his recommend- 
ations in regard to the Philippines. 


Whether or not our congressional representa- 


tive's position and arguments upon these subjects 
exercised an influence in the executive department, 
does not matter. It is quite certain that his views 
were expressed long anterior to the formulation of 
the Presidents messa *e, and it must be a matter of 
gratification to Nevadans that the ideas of the Chief 
Executive of the nation tally so closely with .those 
of their representative. The entertainment of simi- 
lar views upon matters of such importance to the 
people of Nevada can hardly fail to inure benefic- 
ially to their local interests.

HE ship subsidy bill is the most palpable if not 


the greatest steal that was eve; attempted up- 


on the national treasury 
While it is true that a 


large proportion of the money appropriated for riv- 
ers and harbors has been devoted to private ends, 
at least some of it has opened streams that could 
not be navigated before. 
But every dollar of the 


ship subsidy will be donated to IP ge transportation 
companies, not to enable them to continue but to 
add immense profits to their already paying busi- 
ness. The American ship yaids need no bounty, 
for they are already crowded with work to their ut- 
most limit, and yet in the face of this, Hauna and 
his fellow plunderers persist in exploiting their 
measure and without the shadow of reason or even 
pretext, that it is necessary to sustain an industry 
which languishes for many years, because of un- 
wise legislation, but in spite of which it has revived 
under the pressure of increased demand and is now 
in a condition, not only to maintain itself, but to 
again take its place as one of the most profitable 
pursuits within the range of American industrial 
enterprise. The bill means simply the fattening by 
$Q,OOO,OOO per annum for an indefinite number of 
years, the corporations that are trying to secure hs 
passage.
